The description is not in conformity with the claims as 
required by Rule 5.1(a) (iii) PCT, in that the description 
states (see page 2, line 12 - line 16) that "in one practical 
embodiment, each shoulder strap may have a thickened edge.«the 
fastener means may have along each of two opposite sides an 
undercut groove into which the edge thickening of an adjacent 
strap loop is able to slide" , These features are part of the 
independent claim and should therefore not be described as 
part of an embodiment . 
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
